Elke bibliotekaris moet sy lesers 
bewus maak daarvan dat openbare 
gelde nie net aan n magdom ,Sukses-— 
boeke" bestee kan word nie. Volgen- 
de maand is daar immers weer ander. 
En die oues bly onaangeroer op die 
rakke staan. 

Biblioteekkomitees kan ook onthou 
dat hulle in die verlede afhanklik 
was van hulle subskripsielede.

MOSSEL BAY PUBLIC’ LIBRARY: 


ITS 
J. M 


HISTORY

"Sometime last month, a few of the principal inhabitants 
of this place met together for the purpose of establishing 


a library. 


A subscription list was accordingly opened, 


and between 30 and 40 members were obtained. Donations in 
money and books were also handed over to the Secretary in 
a way that at once proved how much such an institution was 
appreciated by the inhabitants of this rising town". 


South African Advertiser 20th November, 


The first meeting convened for the 
purpose of establishing a library, 
took place on September lst, 1856, 
The following members were elected 
to the first Library Committee: 
Rev. van der Riet (Chairman), 
Mr. M. de Graeff (Secretary), 
Dr. Ahrens, Mr. J. Vintcent M.P., 
Capt. Laws, and Mr. D. Bland. Dif- 
ficulty was experienced in finding a 
suitable room. One objection to a 
proposed room is recorded in the 
following words: "that being next to 
the Hotel it might lead to disturb-— 
ance and irregularities of sub- 
scribers." The library was even- 
tually housed in a store formerly 
owned by a Mr. Harris. 

In 1870 a resolution was adopted, 
allowing district residents to join 
the library, and granting them the 
privilege of keeping books for a 
longer period than local residents 
were allowed. Subscription fees 
would be £1 - is. a year according 
to rules drawn up in this year. The 
following library hours were fixed 
by the Library Committee: 

From October ist to April ist 
7 a.m. — 10 a.m. and 4 p.m — 6 p.m.

From April lst to October lst 
8 a.m. — 10 a.m. and 8 p.m. — 5 p.m. 
The library made little or no 
progress at this stage, and in 1871 
certain Committee members thought it 
The 
majority voted in favour of keeping 
up the good work,

appointed at £12 p.a., instead of an 
acting librarian. 

In spite of this revival, it ap- 
pears that the library ceased to 
exist between 1874 and 1877. Unfor- 
tunately, no reasons for this are 
given in the minutes, but it may be 
safely assumed that the reasons were 
of a financial nature. 


RE-OPENING OF LIBRARY 


In August 1877 the library was re— 
opened in a building belonging to a 
Mr. Cairncross. Again the library 
had trouble with promised subscrip-— 
tions not being paid and was in 
danger of being closed down the very 
next year. The building also ap- 
pears to have been totally inade-

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quate. After several efforts to 
obtain a suitable building, the Li- 
brary Committee accepted an offer 
from the Municipality and moved into 
the old Market House in August 1879. 
The library was now greatly aided 
.by the yearly Government grant, 
‘which was first received in 1878, as 
well as by a generous bequest of 
£100, 
with an additional 148 volumes. 


which provided the library 
Al- 
though it was by no means plain 
sailing after this, there was never 
again any danger of the library 
being closed down. 

Some of the subscribers were very 
unsympathetic towards the librarian, 
and this was reported as follows: 
"The Library has often been found 
in a most disorderly state and your 
Committee hope that all Subscribers 
will in future be kind enough to re- 
turn every book into the place from 
which it has been taken. 

"A couple of missing books have 
been received, and occasionally a 
kind hand set in motion by a kind 
heart has assisted in restoring 
order and preventing the Secretary 
from giving it all up in a fit of 
despair." 


GOOD PROGRESS 


By 1886 the library had made such 
good progress, that it became neces-— 
sary to consider erecting a library 
building. 
quiries from the Municipal Commis-— 
sioner concerning the plot between 
the Dutch Reformed Church and Marsh 
Street.

In May 1892 a petition signed by 
58 people was sent to the Government 
in order to try and procure the 
site. The grant of ground was at 
last authorised in July 1892. A 
design for a library building was 
obtained from an architect and pre- 
sented to the Library Committee by a 
subscriber. A building fund was 
started, some people giving dona- 
tions and others loans. The Govern- 
ment of the Cape Colony contributed 
£500. <A bequest of £50 was also 
received at this time. 


OPENING BY SIR T. UPINGTON 


On September 4th, 1894, the new 
library was opened by Sir Thomas 
Upington. In the report of the 
opening in the "Mossel Bay Adver- 
tiser" it is recorded that by 1893, 
out of the 78 libraries under the 
ordinary Government grant Mossel Bay 
Public Library had the third largest 
number of books —- 6,060. 
ber was exceeded only by Lovedale 
and Graaff-Reinet. (Large towns 
like Port Elizabeth, Grahamstown, 
Kimberley, Cape Town and King- 
williamstown are not included, since

CHILDREN BECOME SUBSCRIBERS 


The public library was obviously 
not intended for the use of children 
in the early days. Later on, how- 
ever, children over 18 years were 
allowed to use the reading room at 
certain specified hours. It was 
made quite clear that they were re-— 
garded as a nuisance, and were tole-— 
rated only as long as they caused no 


inconvenience to subscribers, who,

child who did so. In 1929 a motion 
was introduced to the effect that 
"Huropeans of both sexes between the 
ages of 18 and 21" could become 
members at half-rate (10/6). Four 
years later it was decided that free 
membership for a year be granted to 
the first two pupils who came high- 
est in the December examinations in 
Standards 6,7,8, and 9 each year. 
The first important effort towards 
library provision for children came 
in 1941, when a children's corner 
was furnished in the public book 
Ten periodicals suitable for 
children of all ages were ordered. 
The motive behind this action of the 
Library Committee was "to inculcate 
tin the young a love for reading and

which would result in ensuring a 
very much greater interest and mem— 
bership in future years than at 
present when only 9% of urban popu- 
lations in the Union and 1% of rural 
populations are members of libra- 
ries". 


FREE LIBRARY 


The problem of stimulating inter- 
est in the library was solved when 
the library started functioning 
under the free Provincial Library 
Service in May 1956, 100 years after 
its foundation. The formal opening 
by the Administrator of the Cape, 
Mr. P.J. Olivier, took place on 
October 18th, 1956. At the end of 
the first month the membership had 
risen from 3800 to 815 members, 207 
of whom were children under 14 years 
of age. To-day there are 2,169 re- 
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gistered members, including 744 had to be appointed to the adult

DIE OPENBARE BIBLIOTEEK PAROW

Ontrent twintig jaar gelede, op 2 Augustus 1938, is die 


eerste openbare biblioteek op Parow gestig. 


Hherdie bi- 


blioteek is in n weggesteekte agterkamer, wat teen n pond 


per maand gehuur is, gehuisves. 


En die eerste bedrag wat 


aan boeke bestee is, het op £10 te staan gekom. 


Na die stigting van die "Parowse 
Openbare Leeskamer" het die biblio- 
teekkomitee aanvanklik die biblio-— 
teek beheer. Maar in Oktober 1938 
is n bibliotekaresse teen n maksimum 
salaris van £1 per maand aangestel. 

Volgens die ledegelde wat vereis 
is, kon n leser teen n betaling van 
n ghienie per jaar vier boeke vir 
veertien dae leen, of een boek vir 
dieselfde tydperk teen die helfte 
van die bedrag. 

Die ledegeld ten spyt, moes die 
fondse van die biblioteek veral deur 
straatkollektes versterk word. Laas— 
genoemde is deur hoérskoolmeisies 
uitgevoer, en as betaling vir hulle 
dienste is hulle dan altyd op n 
gratis bioskoopvertoning vergas. 
Hiervan kan tereg afgelei word dat 
die baanbrekers vir boek en biblio-— 
teek in Parow probeer voortbou het, 
ten spyte van baie moeilikhede en 
die beperkte inkomste.

Na veel gesukkel kon die biblio-— 
teek in 1948 na twee nuwe kamers in 
Oldhamweg verskuif. Byna onmiddel- 
lik het die ledetal vanaf 54 tot 80 
gestyg. Die laaste statistieke wat 
beskikbaar is, is vir 1954 toe die 
ledetal 166 en die boekvoorraad 
4888 was. 

Nadat gedurende Oktober 1955 aan-— 
soek gedoen is om die instelling van 
n vrye biblioteekdiens breek die 
heuglike dag vir die publiek van 
Parow op 24 November 1956 aan: die 
vrye biblioteek is in die Burgersen- 
trum geopen. Gedurende die volgende 
dae is die biblioteek letterlik be- 
storm.

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SCREENS 


Projection screens can be divided 
into two main groups: 
1. Screens which reflect to the au- 
dience the image projected on them. 
2. Screens which partially transmit 
to the audience the image projected 
on them. 
1. The Reflective Screen. 


(a) Mat white surfaces (painted on 


walls) or mat white portable screens. 


This type may also be mounted on a 
wall by means of two or more screws 
or anils. An ordinary white sheet 
of cloth attached to a wooden frame 
makes a cheap and effective portable 
screen. 

If the operator wants to paint a4 
screen on the wall of his projection 
room he must be sure that the sur- 
face to be painted is perfectly 
flat. The screen area is measured 
out and painted with a flat white 
paint. The surrounding area should 
be painted a flat bkack to a width 
of about 6"-9". Not only does this 
black area mask a dirty projector- 
gate but it tends to make the pic-— 
ture appear brighter than it actual- 
ly is. 

Mat white screens are ideal for 
most types of rooms where the view-— 
ing angle is wide as nb apparent 
decrease of screen brightness is 
noticeable even when viewed at a 
slant because the reflecting angle 
is 50° on either side of the centre 
line of projection. 

The screens issued with gur pro- 
jectors are classified as "Portable 
Mat White Screens." 

(b) The Silver Screen. 


There are only two points of dif- 


derence between this type and the 
mat white screen. 

First, instead of being painted 
mat white, this screen is painted 
with a special type of silver paint. 

Secondly instead of having a wide 
reflective angle like the mat white 
screen, the angle of reflection on 
the silver screen is about 15°-20° 
from the centre line of projection 
with the result that 


viewer moves out of this 15°-20° re-— 


as soon as a 
flecting area, a marked difference 
in screen brightness becomes notice-— 
able. 

(c) The Glass-beaded Screen, 

As the name indicates, the sur- 
face of this type of screen actually 
consists of minute particles of 
glass. Seated right in front of 
this screen, the viewer will get an 
exeptionally bright image but as 
soon as he moves to either side of 
the room, the difference in screen 
brightness becomes noticeable imme- 
diately. The glass-—beaded screen's 
reflecting angle is about the same 
as that of the silver screen - 15°- 
20°. 

This type of screen needs extreme— 
ly careful handling. Once the part-— 
icles of glass have flaked off, dark 
patches are left with no reflecting 
ability and stains cannot be removed 


from this type of screen, so be 
careful. 
It is quite clear then, that al- 


though the silver and glass beaded 
screen gives you a brighter image 
(provided you sit right in front of 
it) the mat white screen is prefer- 
able because of:- 
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1. Wider reflecting angle. 
2. Ease in constructing emergency 
screen by painting. 
3. Ability to clean it easily. 
4. Much cheaper item. 

If you do have a choice of screens, 
use the glass-beaded and silver 
screen in a long narrow room and 


the mat white in a wide roon. Re- 


member to tilt the glass—beaded and 
silver screen slightly downward, to 
direct the reflected light towards 
the audience. 

2. Screens transmitting the image 


This type of screen is usually 
made of a translucent material (like 
tracing cloth or thin dull plastic) 
which allows the image to be part- 
ially transmitted. 

To overcome the "back to front" or 
"left to right" mirror-like image 
the film is first projected onto a 
perfectly flat piece of mirror which 
in its turn reflects the inverted 
image through the translucent screen. 

The sides and top of this type of 
screen are usually supplied with 
light baffles to prevent direct 
light from falling onto the screen. 
This enables the operator to show 
films in rooms which can only be 
partially darkened. 

The following hints may be of use 
to operators: 

1. Ensure that the screen is high 
enough above floor level to allow 
every member of the audience to have 
an uninterrupted view of the screen. 
It is recommended that the bottom of 
the screen should be about 4 feet 
above floor level. 

2. Place the screen in such a 
position that the light beam from 
the projector strikes it at a right- 
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angle. 

8. The seat nearest to the screen 
should be at a distance at least 
twice the width of the screen. 

4. The furthest viewer should not 
be further from the than 
six times the width of the screen..

5. Have the screen in the darkest 
area of your room. 

6. Allow no stray light to fall on 
the screen. 

7. Keep the screen surface clean. 
Avoid touching it. 

8. The back of the "roller" type 
screen should be handled just as 
carefully as the front, because when 
it is rolled up for storage the 
back of the screen comes into con- 
tact with the front surface. See 
that it is kept clean. 

Our projectors are all equipped 
with lenses of 2" focal length. The 
following table will give an idea of 
the approximate image sizes when the 
screen is placed at a given distance 
from the projector.

In fact 
he insisted on being martyred. 

The author has made a very close 
study of existing contemporary 
letters, and gives a meticulous 
study of Pope Alexander Borgia who 
went-down in history as the "bad" 
pope. 

The main difficulty for the modern 
reader in judging these two opposed 
characters is to be able to trans-— 
plant himself into the mentality and 
general outlook on life and customs 
of those days.
